The claims in their present amended forms have overcome Rogers, the close 
prior art of record because Rogers fails to teach a cleaning sheet comprising at least 
three layers having a configuration as those recited (as depicted in Figures 4 and 5). 
Accordingly, the subject matter, as a whole, would not have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art.
